A GREAT AMERICAN 
The American Legion suffers the chief deprivation, but the 
country as a whole is a heavy loser through the sudden death 
of Co. Frederick W. Galbraith, Jr., National commander of 
the Legion. For the sterling qualities which made Colonel 
Galbraith a successful business man, that earned for him high 
recognition as a soldier and led to his leadership of the 
American Legion were being devoted to advancement of na­ 
tional interests, though his primary concern 
was for the 
American service men in the World War. He died in the 
service, for the deplorable accident at Indianapolis occurred 
while he was journeying on the business of the great organi­ 
zation which had entrusted him with responsibilities most 
important. 
Colonel G albraiths training precisely equipped him for 
the duties which fully engaged him since his elevation to the 
commandership last September. In early life he had been a 
railro ad 'track walker, then a sailor, later a business man, 
and he had spent a number of years in the National Guard. 
Always his contacts had been such as to develop the love of 
men and to strengthen his advocacy of the square deal. He 
was a powerful factor in establishing the purposes of the 
Legion and in upholding Americanism. All his activities were 
undertaken in a spirit of patriotism that was an inspiration 
to observers. 
Members of the American Legion will especially feel the 
loss of their commander at a time when he was engaged in 
promoting legislative and other measures to guard their wel­ 
fare. The cause of the disabled soldier was particularly near 
his heart and he was tireless in working out plans of relief 
and in seeking government support for the nation’s heroes. 
The movement for the consolidation of the various agencies 
of soldier relief at 
Washington was largely stimulated 
through his efforts. 
The work which he was furthering will go on, of course, 
but it is a sad loss which his untimely death inflicts upon his 
family, his comrades and his country.

EMPLOYMENT AND WAGES 
How much unemployment is there in the country? 
How much reduction has there been in wages? 
How much has the cost of living fallen? . 
Answers to these questions have been various and con­ 
flicting. Light is thrown on the whole subject of deflation by 
Rowland Thomas, writing in the New* York World. He pre­ 
sents an analysis of conditions known to exist in 22 leading 
industries on the first of April, 1921, and arrives' at the fol­ 
lowing conclusions: 
For the groups of factories represented, which may per­ 
haps be taken as typical of American industry in general, 
there is a 25 per cent reduction in employment and a 80 per 
cent shrinkage in the total pay roll. 
The decrease in pay amounts at most, he says, to only 9 
per cent in the weekly earnings of the employes who retain 
their jobs. When the fact is considered that those who are 
working usually do not put in full time, the actual wage re­ 
duction in rate of pay per hour is found to be “practically 
imperceptible.” 
There is no evidence, he says, that more than 2,500,000 
factory workers have lost their jobs. Figures for non-factory 
occupations are not available. 
He intimates, however, that 
estimates of 5,000,000 people out of employment are much 
exaggerated. 
Wholesale prices had declined 43 per cent from their peak 
of May, 1920, and the cost of living had declined 19 per cent 
since last June. 
Obviously, wages so far have fallen much 
less than the cost of living. 
The figures are not quite up to date. There have been 
additional wage reductions lately, particularly those of the 
United States Steel corporation, which are reflected through­ 
out the whole steel industry. Railroad cuts, too, will soon go 
into effect. Meanwhile the cost of living still tends down­ 
ward, though more slowly. 
Labor evidently must take considerable wage reductions 
in every occupation where it has not yet done so. When such 
reductions are effected, low prices can be stabilized and 
production resumed. Acceptance of the necessary cuts should 
result in work for everybody before long, under conditions 
that will make the workers at least as well off with their 
lower wages and lower prices as they were with their high 
wages and high prices.—Tulsa Tribune.

I American Indians are not decreas- 
i Ing iii numbers, according to Dr. El­ 
mer E. Hlgley of Des Moines, who 
was recently appointed Superintend­ 
ent of Indian Work of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, who is here at­ 
tending the conference of American 
J Indian Missionaries. 
“There are more than one-third 
J of a million Indians in the United 


I States,” added Rev. Higley, “and 
fifty-seven

spoken. 
“A survey among the Indians has 
just recently been made by the Cen­ 
tenary officials and shows that not 
only the full blooded Indians are 
increasing, but also 
the 
mixed 
bloods, with better homes, medical 
attention, and 
better care of In­ 
dian babies and With the mission­ 
aries taking the gospel of soap, san­ 
itation aud salvation, the increase 
of the number of Indians will con­ 
tinue. 
“Two-thirds 
cannot 
understand 
the American 
language. 
Thirteen 
percent of the Iudians are afflicted 
with tuberculosis, and 80.000 suffer 
from trachoma. Three out of every 
five Indian children die before th# 
I age of five years.
